Pittsburg, April 25.—One of the most 
J rem arkable and sp ecta cu la r fire ever 
I seen In thin vicinity, started Wednea 
I day nigh t In the William Zoollcr Pack 
j Ins company’s plant on Cardon avenue 
Allegheny. Early Thursday, when the 
j fire waa thou gh t to be under control, 
! a warehouse, In which was stored SOO, 
I OOO pounds of lard, suddenly barat 
Into flames. 
All efforts to extinguish 
this fire by the fire department were 
futile and tie firemen finally fastened 
the Iron doors of the building. ; hutting 
In the burning lard. 
The lnt< Hor of 
the building soon beearn*' a st < ’hint: 
furnace. Spurting from crevices, doors 
and windows were streams of hot 
grease, which ran into a sort of trench 
hurriedly prepared In an endeavor to 
prevent the hot fluid from spreading 
over the surrounding territory. 
Danger was encountered at every 
turn by the firemen, who stood by in 
case the walls of the warehouse col­ 
lapsed to prevent the blazing lard 
from reaching adjoining property. 
Shortly after the fire was discovered 
Wednesday night and while thousands 
of spectators gathered in the vicinity 
a dozen large ammonia tanks exploded 
with terrific force. There was a panic 
among the spectators, but no one in-1

Pittsburg. April 25.—As a precau­ 
tionary measure twenty-two detectives 
and a squad of uniformed policemen 
were stationed In the Carnegie Music 
hall Wednesday night during the ad­ 
dress of Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina, who discussed the race prob­ 
lem before the Park Avenue (Alle­ 
gheny) Athletic club. 
Several excit­

There were but ten negroes in the 
audience, which filled the music hall 
to overflowing.
